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Storage  stocks  of  potatoes  held  by  growers  and  local  dealers  in  fall  producing 
areas  totaled  9k. 6   million  hundredweight  on  March  1,  1971^  according  to  the  Crop 
Reporting  Board.  This  -was  8  percent  more  thaji  the  87.^  million  on  liaind  a  year 
earlier  and  15  percent  more  than  the  8I.9  million  c-ivt.  on  hand  March  1,  1969* 
These  stocks  consist  of  potatoes  held  for  all  uses  on  March  1, 

Stocks  in  the  eight  eastern  fall  States,  at  2U.7  million,  were  h   percent  above 
last  year's  holdings  of  23 .7  million  c\rt.     Maine  had  19.9  million  cwt.,  compared 
mth  19.2  million  c-jft.  on  hand  a  year  earlier.  Long  Island  had  fe-jver  potatoes 
on  hand  but  other  eastern  areas  generally  had  more  potatoes  in  storage  than  a 
year  earlier. 

March  1  stocks  in  the  eight  central  States  totaled  I6.8  million  cwt.  this  year 
compared  with  I5 .6  in  1970 „  The  North  Dakota  total  of  6.9  million  compares  with 
6.0  million  a  year  earlier.  Minnesota,  with  4.6  million  cwt.,  is  do-vm  from  ^.>2 
million  a  year  ago  and  Nebraska  stocks  equal  the  March  1,  1970  level.  Stocks  in 
Wisconsin  and  Michigan  were  each  more  than  a  year  earlier. 

In  the  eight  western  fall  States,  March  1  holdings  were  53.1  million  cwt., 
11  percent  above  last  year  and  a  record  high  for  March  1.  Stocks  in  Idaho,  Colo- 
rado, Washington,  Oregon  and  Wyoming  are  above  a  year  earlier,  but  were  lovrer  in 
Montana,  Utah  and  California.  Idaho,  with  32.3  million  cwt.,  had  9  percent  more 
than  the  March  1,  I97O  level  of  29.5  million.  Vfeshington  stocks,  at  9.7  million 
c\-rt.,   were  up  2k   percent. 

Disappearance  from  storage  during  February  1971  of  25.5  million  c-vrt.  compares 
with  23 08  million  last  year  and  26.3  mdllion,  the  record  Febaruary  high  in  I968. 
Disappearance  of  1970  fall  crop  potatoes  to  I/!arch  1,  1971  'was  157.2  million  com- 
pared with  151.1  million  cwt.  from  the  I969  crop  and  I38.9  for  the  I968  crop, 
during  comparable  periods »  Movement  to  chippers  and  fresh  market  outlets  during 
February  ajid  movement  for  the  season,  as  indicated  by  rail  and  truck  vinloads  was 
belovr  comparable  periods  a  year  earlier.  Dirring  February  and  for  the  season  to 
March  1,  larger  quantities  \rere   used  in  the  manufacture  of  food  products  other 
than  chips  (excluding  starch  and  flour)  than  a  year  earlier.  Processing  for 
flour  and  starch,  both  in  FebriAary  and  for  the  season  to  March  1,  was  below  year- 
earlier  levels o
